JOE McKINNEY TELLS 
ABOUT BEING WOUNDED 
AT CALCUTTA, _INDIA 


Joe R. Me Kinney Vy, S-le, son 
of Mr, and Mrs, J. J. MekKin- 
ney, of Opp Rt. 3, enlisted 
in the U. S. Navy June 18, 
1942. He took his boot 
training at San Diego, Cal- 
ifornia. He then went to 


San Francisco, where he at-; 


tended gunners’ school, Af- 
ter completing his training, 
he went to sea on his first 
short trip to Nome, Alaska, 
where he spent six weeks. 
After returning to San Pe- 
dro, Calif., he sailed for oy- 
erseas, 

Joe has been to several 
places before being wound- 
ed. Some of them are: Ha- 
waiian Islands, England, 
Australia, New Guinea, and 
then to India. He stated in 
one of his letters that he saw 
people lying in the streets 
in India, perished to death. 

The following is a letter 
Joe wrote to his mother tell- 
ing about his ship being 
bombed, He was on the John 
Brought, a destroyer: 

Dear Mom: 

We were in port at Cal- 
cutta, India, Sunday, Sept. 
5, 1948, about noon, we 
were all on deck when we 
heard the _ planes. We 
thought they were our 
planes, so we were standing 
there with our mouths open 
looking at them. The next 
thing we knew all hell 
broke loose, so naturally the 
gunners manned the guns 
(including me.) There were 
30 in the first wave, then 20 
more came over, low down, 
then is when we got it. They 
dropped shrapnel bombs, 
and hit right on the bridge 
of the ship, killing 8 and 
wounding 9. It was all over 
before we knew about it. It 
knocked me off the ship and 
I fell 30 feet, breaking my 
arm and leg. I got a piece 
of iron in my leg. I swam a 
quarter of a mile after this 
happened and it was night 
before they got me to a.doc- 
tor. 

Mom, l’ve_ never been 
drunk but once in my life, 
it was then they gave me a 
quart of whiskey. I spent 
four months in the hospital 
in India. My wounds didn’t 
heal any while I was there 
because of the climate. The 
Japs bombed our _ hospital 
twice while I was there and 
IT hurt my leg over. 

The doctors and nurses 
over there are wonderful 
people; they really were 
good to me. They know what 
a guy has to go through with 
over there. 

Your loving son, 
Joe. 

Joe is now in a naval hos- 
pital in Long Beach, Calif., 
where he underwent an- 
other operation. He says he 
can walk a little on crutch- 
es and feels fine all the 
time. He hopes to be home 
for Christmas, as he hasn’t 
been home since he has been 
in the service. 

Mr. and Mrs. McKinney 
have another son, James L. 
McKinney, S-2c, who en- 
listed in the Navy May 8, 
1944. James took his boot 
training at Camp _ Peary, 
Va. He is now in Hawaiian 
Islands in a naval air base. 
He says it is a nice place 
and more like home than 
any place he’s been so far, 
but says there’s no _ place 
like Alabama.—Contributed

REL IGION IN THE LIFE 
OF A NATION 
LESSON TEXT—II Samuel 7;17-29, 
GOLDEN TEXT-—The Lord shall be 
unto thee an everlasting light, and thy 
God thy glory, Isalah 60:19, 


“Righteousness exalteth a nation” 
(Proy, 14:34), True religion is vital 
to the life of a nation and is the 
only foundation for national sta- 
bility and growth, David, the man 
after God's own heart, knew this, 
and was not content that the ark of 
God, the center of the nation’s wor- 
ship, should be without a suitable 
house, He was not one to be con- 
tent with a fine palace for his own 
comfort while the ark of God had a 
temporary abiding place within 
curtained walls (vy, 2). 

Although the prophet Nathan en- 
couraged him in his plan (v. 3), 
the Lord revealed to the prophet 
that David was not to build His 
house (see I Chron, 22:8, 9), but to 
prepare the materials so that his 
son Solomon could do it. David's 
response to that message reveals the 
true religious attitude of a king and 
a people who fear and worship God, 
They were ready to— 


I, Receive God’s Grace (vv. 18- 
22), 

The great Davidic covenant, 
which is yet to have its final ful- 
fillment in David's greater son, our 
Lord Jesus, was made with him at 
this time, He was promised that the 
throne of his kingdom was to be 
established forever (vy, 13-15), a 
prophecy to be fulfilled in Christ. 

But there was also the great 
promise of blessing upon David's 
son Solomon, and the reminder of 
God's grace upon David, the one 
brought up from the sheepcote to be 
king (vy. 8). 

In humility of heart David re- 
celved this grace and thanked God 
for it. Note such expressions as 
‘Who am I?" “What is my housé?’’ 
“What can David say more?" and 
“For thy word's sake thou hast done 
these great things.’’ David knew 
and admitted his unworthiness;. he 
realized that this was indeed un- 
merited favor from God, but he ac- 
cepted it as God's gift. 

Il, Recognize God’s Power (vv. 
23, 24). 

Israel had seen the mighty hand 
of God at work on their behalf re- 
peatedly, since the day God had 
brought them forth out of Egypt. 
God had literally redeemed them for 
Himself, a purchased possession, 
protected by His limitless power. 

That redemption was not only na- 
tional but spiritual—they were set 
free from the gods of Egypt (v. 23) 
and confirmed to the Lord (vy, 24). 

It is a great and noble thing when 
a nation recalls its past and thanks 
God for His powerful hand upon its 
destiny. It has been said that a na- 
tion which does not remember its 
past will not have a future worth 
remembering; and when it remem- 
bers, let it recognize God in its his- 
tory, He is the God of the nations 
as well as of individuals, 


‘ 

III. Rest in God’s Promise (vv. 
25-27). 

“Do as thou hast said.” That is a 
perfect prayer for any nation. Let 
the will of God be done, and all will 
be well—now and in the future. 


There is nothing commendable 
about doubting God's promise or 
limiting Him in fulfilling it. It glori- 
fies God and magnifies His name to 
take Him at His word and to confi- 
dently expect Him to fully meet 
His promise. To do anything else is 
to reflect on His power and His 
integrity. 

It was the prayer of David that 
the Lord’s name might be magni- 
fied forever in the keeping of the 
covenant which He had made with 
him, That squarely put all of the 
authority and dependability of God 
behind the keeping of the promise. 

David found peace of heart there. 
May not we do likewise, resting on 
the promises of God? 


IV. Rejoice in God’s_ Blessing 
(vv, 28, 29). 

David praised God for the as- 
surance that His words were true, 
and claimed the promise of a 
blessing upon his house, ‘“'That it 
may continue forever before thee.” 

He evidently saw beyond the im- 
mediate fulfillment of the promise 
in Solomon to the coming of Christ 
(cf. vv. 18, 19; Rom. 4:5-8). And 
his heart leaped for joy at the un- 
speakable honor which had thus 
come to him. 

This is substantiated by the trans- 
lation of verse 19 by the Hebrew 
scholar Adam Clarke: ‘‘O Lord God, 
thou hast spoken of thy servant's 
house for a great while to come, and 
hast regarded me in the arrange- 
ment about the MAN that is to be 
from above, O God Jehovah,” 

Little wonder, then, that David 
raised his voice and heart in praise 
and worship. His ‘adoration and 
thanksgiving at the revelation of 
this great truth is beautiful. Its 
humility, faith, and gratitude reach 
a sublimity unequalled since 
Moses” (James M, Gray).

Assessment—aAll property, real and 
personal, owned as of October 1 shall be 
listed under oath by the taxpayer with 
the County Tax Assessor’s office in the 
owner’s name between October 1 and 
December 31 each year and at fair mar- 
ket value. Every citizen is legally obli- 
gated to make his return on personal 
as well as real property under oath, 

On January 1, a Tax Assessor's special 
fee of 50c for failure to assess before 
December 31 attaches as penalty, and 
on the third Monday of January, a 10% 
penalty attaches to the subsequent assess- 
ment. @™ 

All property brought into the State 
after the first day of October and before 
the assessor has completed his assess- 
ments (third Monday in February) is 
subject to taxation the same as if it had 
been held or owned in the State on the 
first day of October. 

Valuations are reviewed and final fig- 
ures set by action of County Boards of 
Equalization. Taxpayer may appeal from 
the Board and to Courts. Homestead 
exemption up to $2000 value and not to 
exceed 160 acres may be claimed against 
state tax of 65c per $100. Any exemp- 
tion to be effective must be properly 
claimed and listed on return. 


Payment of Tax—Property tax- 
es are paid on 60% of valuation fixed for 
preceding tax year. Payment must be 
made between October 1 and December 
31 inclusive. Interest and penalties begin 
on January 1, Escaped taxes may be col- 
lected for five-year period, plus current 
year, with heavy penalties,

Alabama businesses and on the use, 
storage, or consumption of purchases 
from outside the State or those not cov- 
ere by the sales feature of this law, 
Exemptions are: wholesale sales to a li- 
censed vendor for resale (not for use); 
tobacco, liquor, and motor fuels already 
taxed, seed for planting, fertilizer, sales 
direct from farmer, and certain materials 
and machines used by manufacturers in 
producing property for sale, interstate 
commerce, and sales to government, 


Payment—Sales tax accrues each 
month (may be paid quarterly when less 
than $10 for each month). A report of 
gross sales and exemptions claimed must 
be in the hands of the State by the 20th 
of the succeeding month. 3% is allowed 
for prompt reporting. Use tax reports 
are made quarterly. Penalties and in- 
terest are assessed by law for tardy re- 
porting. 

Particularly heavy penalties are as- 
sessed for failure or fraud in report- 
ing. The law requires that business men 
shall keep sufficient books and records to 
show clearly their gross sales, exempt 
transactions, and correct tax due. All pur- 
chase invoices must be kept for examina- 
tion. Violations of reporting and record- 
keeping provisions are criminal and not 
civil matters. Tax, plus penalties and in- 
terest, is collectible for five years in ret- 
rospect. 

The law requires merchants to pass the 
tax to the consumer. The retailer is a 
state agent in collecting the tax and is 
paid for prompt and exact performance 
of this service. Exactly 2% on sales 
should be collected. Precise change in 
coin or tokens is due the consumer. The 
State supplies an adequate volume of 
tokens to make accurate collection pos- 
sible, 


INCOME TAX: 


(For State Debt Payment)

Due Date—Returns must be in 
the State offices by March 15 after close 
of calendar years, Returns for fiscal 
years must be filed within 214 months 
after end of fiscal year’s operation. 


LICENSES 


(For support of State, County, and 
City Governments ) 


State and County licenses (with a few 
exceptions) are payable at probate offices 
between Qctober 1 and November 1. 
Penalties attach for delinquency. 


Chain Stores—vUnder the Chain 
Store Act licenses on establishments sedl- 
ing merchandise become due January 1, 
and delinquent March 1. 


Auto Licenses—Passenger car li- 
censes are based on weight of vehicle; 
trucks on manufacturer’s rated Capacity; 
buses on number of seats.- Proceeds are 
used for retirement of highway bonds, 
highway building and maintenance. 

Licenses to carry on businesses or pro- 
fessions in Alabama must be obtained 
before such operations begin. Nearly all 
activities for profit are covered by some 
license. In addition to County and State, 
cities collect licenses for the privilege of 
operating within their boundaries. Li- 
censes are more than revenue laws, for 
they serve as a control upon undesirable 
activities and an official listing of ap- 
proved operations. 


OTHER TAXES 


A limited number of citizens are in- 
terested in the payment of: corporation 
permit fee and franchise taxes, financial 
institution excise tax, motor fuel taxes, 
mileage taxes on trucks and buses, ton- 
nage tax on iron and coal, gros® receipts 
on certain utilities, tobacco tax, playing 
card tax, carbonic acid tax (bottlers), 
etc. It is unsafe to operate any business 
until tax responsibilities are understood.

EUROPE: 


New Front 

For the little man with the clipped 
mustache, there seemed to be no 
end of trouble, 

Although his broken armies in the 
west were reorganizing for a stiffer 
stand against the U. S. and British 
onslaught, and although his bat- 
tered armies in the east were slow- 
ing the Russians from the Black sea 
to the Carpathians, the Allies posed 
still another threat to his narrowing 
defensive circle by an invasion of 
Yugoslavia. 

As Russian troops tore across 
Romania onto the eastern Yugoslav 
border near the capital of Belgrade, 
U. S. and British forces landed on 
the western coast for a drive in- 
land, As the two Allied armies 
worked forward for a junction, Mar- 
shal Josip Tito’s Partisans were ac- 
tive in harassing German troops and 
sabotaging communication lines. 

The twin offensive in Yugoslavia 


‘doubly imperilied the harried le- 


gions of Adolf Hitler, 

First, the U. 8., British and 
Russian drives promised to link 
the Allied armies for a con- 
certed attack against southern 
Austria and Hungary, and, also 
to outflank the Nazis manning 
the Gothic line in Italy to the 
west; and, second, an Allied 
junction would cut off an esti- 
mated 260,000 enemy troops re- 
maining in lower Yugoslavia, 
Greece and the Aegean islands, 


Stiffen at Border 


Bleated the German radio to 
fanatical Nazi rearguards resisting 
the U. S. and British drives to the 
Reich's western frontier: 

“Every day gained now amounts 
to a reinforcement of our national 
strength for ithe defense of the Reich 
itself. 

Partly because of such resistance, 
partly because the fast-moving Al- 
lied armies had outrun their length- 
ening supply lines, the U. S. and 
British thrusts in the Lowlands and 
France temporarily lost their whirl- 
ing momentum. 

Fighting was _ particularly 
heavy in northeastern Belgium 
before the fortress city of Liege 
and in the rugged Ardennes for- 
est, and directly to the east of 
Paris, where American troops 
drew up along the Moselle river 
for an assault on Nazi defenses 
guarding the rich industrial 
Saar basin, 

Mounted thickly in the precipitous, 
wooded heights east of the Moselle, 
the German artillery maintained 
a steady drumfire against doughty 
U. S. troops seeking to establish 
firm bridgeheads across the river. 

Farther to the south, Lieut. Gen. 
Alexander Patch’s Seventh army, 
driving up from the Mediterranean 
for a juncture with Lieut. Gen. 
George Patton’s Third army along 
the Moselle, drove on the Belfort 
gap, the low lying plane between 
the Vosges mountains of France and 
Swiss border leading into Germany. 


Costly Fighting 

Reflecting the strong pressure the 
Russians were exerting to the north- 
east of Warsaw, the Germans ac- 
knowledged their withdrawal across 
the Narew river, ‘. . . to avoid the 
danger of a Russian breakthrough 
on the southern border of East Prus- 
sia.”’ 

In withdrawing across the Narew, 
the Nazis contimued their policy of 
economizing their forces by giving 
ground when the superior weight of 
their opponent promised to grind 
down their manpower. _ 

Because of the proximity of the 
Russians to German soil, however, 
the Nazis no longer were free to 
make wholesale withdrawals, but 
now faced bloody front-line fighting. 


MISCELLANY 


OPA VIOLATIONS: In the first 
half of this year, formal enforce- 
ment of Office of Price administra- 
tion regulations was necessary in 
42,000 cases, involving violations of 
price ceilings, rationing quotas, and 
rent levels. Action included revoca- 
tion of 20,684 consumer gascline ra- 
tions, 4,265 suits for injunctions, 1,158 
triple damage suits, and 2,191 crimi. 
nal prosecutions. 


CIVILIAN GOODS: 


Postwar Formula 


Manufacture of civilian goods will 
begin in earnest with the fall of Ger- 
many, with war output due to drop 
about 40 per cent, and 4,000,000 work- 
ers freed for other jobs, the War 
Production board revealed. 

At the present time, a limited re-

Muted, with emphasis placed upon 


preparation for the eventual resump- 


Because of the U. S.'s record- 
breaking production of 79,350,000 
tons, world steel output rose to 
146,500,000 tons in 1943. While 
production increased here, it 
dropped from 28,000,000 to 20,- 
000,000 tons in Germany and 
from 18,000,000 to 12,000,00 tons 
in Russia, 


tion of civilian production, Under 
current regulations, manufacturers 
are permitted to develop working 
postwar models and order machin- 
ery for civilian output. 

In allowing those manufacturers 
not engaged in war work to start 
turning out civilian lines after the 
Nazis’ downfall, the WPB will main- 
tain priorities for military produc- 
tion alone ‘and will relax most of 
its controls over materials. Further- 
more, it will provide assistance for 
manufacturers in switching over to 
civilian work. 


DEMOBILIZATION: 


Discharge Plans 


Total length of service, time 
served overseas, combat record and 
dependency will govern the demobi- 
lization of soldiers following the de- 
feat of Germany, the army an- 
nounced, 

Under the army’s plans for releas- 
ing surplus men, each of the first 
four mentioned factors will be worth 
a certain number of points, with re- 
lease going to doughboys with the 
highest ratings. However, it was 
pointed out, men with qualifications 
needed for the war in the Pacific 
will be transferred to the Far East 
regardless of their status. 

Because the war in the Pacific 
will receive first call on shipping, it 
may take many months for men 
eligible for demobilization to return 
to this country, the army said. Since 
men in camps here are expected to 
have the lowest priority ratings, they 
will constitute the principal pool for 
replacements. 

Since the U. S.’s full seapower 
will be needed in the all-out war 
against Japan, there will be no de- 
mobilization of the navy when Ger- 
many falls, 


Future Army 

Declaring that . “a large 
standing army has no place among 
the institutions of a 
modern democratic 
state,’’ Gen. George 
C. Marshall told of- 
ficers planning the 
postwar military or- 
ganization to work 
on a small, efficient 
force with a re- 
y # serve of well- 

: trained citizens, 
Gen. Marshall In issuing his di- 
rective, General Marshall assumed 
that congress would pass legislation 
requiring every able-bodied Amer- 
ican youth to undergo training be- 
fore placement in the reserves. 

By advocating a small, efficient 
force with a large pool of reservists, 
General Marshall said that there 
was more opportunity for advance- 
ment in such an organization than 
there was in a big standing army, 
where the size made it necessary 
to maintain a large, professional 
officers’ cast at all times. 


HELP WANTED 


A shortage of 200,000 workers ex- 
ists in the principal industrial re- 
gions of the country, and it can be 
remedied only by shifting men and 
women from areas where there is 
less stringency, the War Manpower 
commission declares. 

Heavy war industries in New Eng- 
land, North Atlantic, Middle West 
and the Pacific Coast are being 
hampered by lack of skilled help. 
Only in the South and Sovthwest is 
there an approximately adequate 
labor supply. . 
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PACIFIC: 
eB i idl Going 

With U, S, forces edging closer to 
the ehilipeines and Japan itself 
through intensive operations against 
the Bonins lying 600 miles from 
Tokyo, Navy Secretary James For- 
restal warned the country that the 
going would become increasingly 
tougher as the enemy concentrated 
his forces for a fight on a shorter 
front, 

In speaking of the enemy's air 
force, Forrestal said: ‘The Japs 
have obviously been saving their 
planes for the engagement to come, 
Except for the battle of the eastern 
Philippines, they have not risked a 
big aerial battle for months." 

In addition to concentrating num- 
bers, the Japs have also been im- 
proving the quality of their planes, 
Forrestal revealed, Said he: ‘Jap |, 
planes of every type... now have 
greater fire power, armament, 
speed, range and load capacity. 
United States navy planes have 
been improved, too, but we don’t 
now have as big technical advan- 
tages... as a year ago.” 


CANNED FOODS: 


Remove Rationing 

Because War Food administrator 
Marvin Jones advised that available 
and prospective supplies justified the 
step, the government removed from 
rationing all canned and processed 
jams, jellies, fruit butters, aspara- 
gus, lima beans, corn, peas, pump- 
kins, squash, mixed vegetables, 
baked beans, tomato sauce and 
puree and all varieties of soups and 
baby foods. 


At the same time, a WFA spokes- 
man declared that heavy runs of 
cattle may permit the removal of 
commercial grade beefsteaks and 
roasts from rationing in October or 
November, At present, sizable mar- 
ketings of grass-fed stock have re- 
sulted in ample point-free supplies 
of utility grade meats. Lighter runs 
of prime cattle, on the other hand, 
will make continued rationing of top 
cuts necessary.

CATTLE: 


War Prices 


As the war entered its sixth year 
this month, price levels of meat ani- 
mals were from 45 to 105 per cent 
higher than they were in September, 
1939, 

On the Chicago market, cattle that 
brought $12 per hundredweight six 
years ago sold at $18.35. Steers that 
averaged $10.30 then drew $15.85. 


The rise was equally marked in 
hogs, with head under 240 pounds, 
which brought $8 per hundredweight 
six years ago, selling for the $14.75 
ceiling. As a whole, the average of 
$7 of 1939 was far below the 1944 
figure of $14.35. 

Against: the top of $10 in 1939, 
lambs drew $14.65 per hundred- 
weight, with the $9.50 average of six 
years ago below this month’s mark 
of $14.25. 


FURLOUGHS: 
Shipping Factor 


As a demand was made in con- 
gress for an investigation of the war 
department's handling of furloughs, 
especially in the Pacific, a letter 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
stated that the scarcity of shipping 
hindered a more liberalized policy. 

Citing the shipping shortage, Gen- 
eral MacArthur said: “The return to 
the United States without replace- 
ment of all men who have served a 
specified length of time would, of 
course, halt our offensive against 
Japan and might indefinitely pro- 
long the war.” 

While the demand was made for 
the investigation, Rep. Carl Hinshaw 
(Calif.) urged that soldiers stationed 
in Alaska be rotated by units .to 
other posts. 


SURPLUS GOODS 
Release Vehicles 


Excess stocks of war materials 
are being declared surplus at the 
rate of 100 million dollars worth a 
month. Goods ‘‘declared surplus’’ 
can be sold offas rapidly as possible. 
Eighty-five per cent of the materials 
are from the war department at 
present, and consist of airplanes, 
motor vehicles, medical supplies and 
radio equipment. So far, goods sold 
have brought 83.8 per cent of origi- 
nal cost.
